 Youth who volunteer are more
likely to do well in school, graduate,
and vote.
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Research shows that youth who
volunteer are less likely to engage in risky
behavior. This includes underage
drinking, use of cigarettes or other drugs,
and teen pregnancy.

Scholarships are available specifically to
those who volunteer and give back to
their communities. By volunteering,
students may find new ways to pay for
college.

Students who volunteer are almost 20%
more likely to graduate from college.
